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FIRE  WEATHER 


Fire  weather  conditions  in  1978 
were  near  normal  for  most  areas 
of  the  United  States.  Precipi¬ 
tation  which  "broke”  the  1977 
drought  continued  throughout 
the  winter  months  resulting  in 
average  and  above  average  snow 
packs  and  fuel  moisture  in  the 
spring.  Warm  dry  periods  inter¬ 
mixed  with  periods  of  cool 
moist  air  kept  fire  danger 
reading  within  normal  ranges 
during  the  summer  and  fall  in 
most  areas .  Moderate  drought 
conditions  did  continue  to 
prevail  in  Southern  Wyoming 
and  Northern  Colorado  along 
with  parts  of  southern  Oregon. 

In  the  late  fall,  parts  of  the 
Southeastern  United  States 
began  to  experience  critical 
drying  conditions.  These 
drying  conditions  were  elimi¬ 
nated  by  heavy  rains  the  first 
of  December.

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COOPERATIVE  EFFORTS 


Interagency  cooperation  to  increase  cost-effectiveness  of  fire  management 
activities  continues  to  be  emphasized  by  managers.  Some  examples  of  these 
cooperative  efforts  between  Forest  Service  Units,  States,  counties,  and 
other  Federal  agencies  are: 

•  The  Pacific  Southwest  forests  are  heavily  involved  with  "cross- 
training"  with  the  California  Department  of  Forestry  and  other 
agencies.  Special  emphasis  areas  are  engine  crews,  and  helitack 
and  airtanker  base  operations. 

•  The  Pacific  Southwest  Region  has  negotiated  an  agreement  with  the 
California  National  Guard  which  standardizes  rental  rates  for  all 
their  equipment  arid  standard  wage  rates  for  Guardsmen. 

•  On  the  Fremont  National  Forest  in  Oregon  a  Class  II  Overhead  Team 
was  formed  using  the  combined  talents  of  Forest,  Bureau  of  Land 
Management,  and  State  of  Oregon  personnel. 

•  The  Ochoco  National  Forest  is  part  of  the  Central  Oregon  Fire 
Prevention  Cooperative  formed  in  1978.  The  Prevention  Coop  is 
made  up  of  all  fire  service  agencies  in  a  four  county  area. 

•  The  Chippewa  and  Superior  National  Forests  in  Minnesota  are 
cooperating  with  the  Minnesota  Department  of  Natural  Resources 
and  the  Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs  in  use  of  contract  aircraft  and 
aerial  suppression. 

•  The  Mark  Twain  National  Forest  in  Missouri  is  working  with  the 
Missouri  Department  of  Conservation  in  developing  a  statewide 
AFFIRMS,  fire  weather  forecasting  system. 

•  The  Northern  Region  is  working  with  the  State  of  Montana  on 
testing  of  a  Remote  Automatic  Weather  Station. 


1978  FIRE  MANAGEMENT  POLICY 


In  1978,  the  fire  management  policy  for  managing  fire  on  National  Forest 
land  was  changed.  This  change  was  to  better  provide  well -planned  and 
executed  fire  protection  and  fire  use  programs  that  are  cost-effective  and 
responsive  to  land  and  resource  management  goals  and  objectives  and  supportive 
of  RPA  outputs  (USDA  Forest  Service  1978,  FSM  5100). 

The  policy  has  three  major  objectives: 

1.  To  provide  a  balanced  fire  control  program  which  is  cost-effective 
and  commensurate  with  threats  to  life  and  property,  public  safety,  values, 
hazards,  risks,  and  resource  output  targets. 

2.  To  provide  for  prescription  fire  using  either  planned  or  unplanned 
ignitions  to  protect,  maintain,  and  enhance  production  of  National  Forest 
resources . 

3.  To  provide  data,  information,  and  coordination  for  full  integration 
of  fire  use  and  protection  in  the  development,  analysis,  and  evaluation  of 
alternative  land  management  prescriptions,  goals,  and  objectives. 

The  nucleus  for  the  new  policy  is  that  fire  protection  and  suppression 
objectives  must  be  determined  as  an  integral  part  of  the  land  management 
planning  process.
